‘The king sent him to his 
treasurer with the privilege to get from 
him what he needed. But when he 
asked from him an enormous sum, the 
treasurer first inquired of the king 
whether he dare give him the immense 
amount. ‘‘Certainly,’’ said the king,

Him. 

Forward in undertaking great things for 
flim. We are living in wonderfnl times. 
The Lord is beginning to favor Zion. 
The dead bones are coming to each other. 
They are assuming form. ‘The national 
feeling in Israel is stronger to-day than 
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at any time in the history of their dis- 
persion. If God’s command was ever 
urgent, it is to-day: ‘‘Prophesy over 
these bones and say unto them, O ye 
dry bones, hear the word of the Lord.”’ 
Ezek. 37. The harvest is plenteous, 
but the laborers are few. 

This work is in need of efficient labor- 
ers, so as to make Pittsburg a center of 
Jewish mission activity. Thus a pub- 
lication plant, an inquirers’ home, an 
industrial school, a training school for 
Jewish evangelists, besides local auxili- 
aries, are the need of the hour. Is God 
too poor, are His children too penurious? 
We believe the Lord has the means in 
the hands of His children, and all we 
need to do is to tell Him and tell the 
Church. Hecan open the eyes of His 
stewards and show them the most neg- 
lected and the most needy corner of His 
vineyard in this land. In England, the 
most gifted men dedicate themselves to 
this difficult task of Jewish evangeliza- 
tion. One society alone spends $200,000 
a year in sending the gospel to the Jews 
of many lands. We plead for more con- 
secration in behalf -of this cause. A 
legacy or an endowment for a Jewish 
missionary training school would not 
only make such a school possible in this 
land, but it would give the whole work 
in this country an impetus and a stand- 
ing as never before. 


Children of God, ponder over these 
things. Isthere any field of Christian 
activity so near and dear to the heart of 
the Saviour as the evangelization of His 
brethren after the flesh? Is there an- 
other nation whom we owe so much? 
Is there another nation to whom so much 
is promised? ‘‘I will bless them that 
bless thee.’?’ This promise has never 
been revoked. Can you confer greater 
blessings upon the seed of Abraham, and 
thus upon yourself, than by having the 
Gospel of the Son of God preached to 
them? 

Are American Christians less generous 
and less loyal to their Saviour than the 
Christians of Europe? We need a cam- 
paign of education. It is coming. We 
need a larger increase of His Spirit.

THE SECOND ANNUAL ALL=-DAY 
CONFERENCE. 





The Second Annual All-Day Meeting 
for prayer and conference, which also 
commemorated the first anniversary of 
the new home, took place on Tuesday, 
May 3rd. It was also the sixty-fifth 
monthly prayer meeting since the open- 
of the mission, the first monthly prayer 
meeting having taken place on Monday, 
January 2, 1899. ‘Then regular after- 
noon meetings were held the first Monday 
of each month until we moved from 
Congress Street and located on Forty- 
second Street, when the day of meeting 
was changed to Tuesday. The first all- 
day meeting took place last year on 
Tuesday, May 5th, in connection with 

the opening of the new home. — Like last 
‘ year, we were again favored with beauti- 
ful weather. The grounds of the Mission 
building looked lovely, carpeted with 
green, and again were the friends de- 
lighted with the home and its cheering 
comforts. 

The Exercises Commenced promptly at 
to o’clock. The attendance, even in the 
morning, was a surprise to us, and two 
hours and a half were spent in earnest 
intercession for the enlargement of the 
work. Rabbi M. Wertheimer opened 


_ the meeting. The brethren, E. M. Brit- 


ner, T. C. Biggerstaff and the Superin- 
tendent led the exercises as given in the 








program. We were asking for large 
things, and those who were present felt 
that all, and yea more, would be granted 
by Him, who does ‘‘exceeding abund- 
antly above all we ask or think.’’ A 
number of pastors were present and a 
deep spirit of prayer pervaded the meet- 
ing, lifting our souls to visions of heav- 
enly glory. 

Our Honored President, Mr. I. F. 
Harris, was the chairman at the after- 
noon session. The addresses by Revs. 
Dr. Sproull and Dr. Russell were very 
fine. In the closing address by our 
Hebrew-Christian Brother, Rev. A. R. 
Kuldell, on ‘‘The Individual Sacrifice in 
Jewish Missions,’’ he told of the work of 
both Jewish and Gentile Christians, who 
were constrained by the love of Christ 
to labor in the Jewish field, sowing in 
tears the Gospel seed, having lived in 
poverty, being men who had been offered 
professorships in colleges and pulpits in 
influential churches. The singing by 
Mrs. C. Gondret and by the Quartette in 
the evening, was greatly enjoyed by the 
large assemblies present. Rev. G. H. 
Flinn’s message in the evening, as well 
as Rabbi Wertheimer’s, were both help- 
ful and instructive, and rounded out a 
rare day of blessings from the Lord upon 
the mission and its friends. 

A Pleasant Announcement. ‘The fol- 
lowing letter was received by the super- 
intendent in the morning mail, and the 
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reading of same during the day caused 
the friends to rejoice with us, and was 
received as an ‘‘earnest’’ from the Lord 
that His favor is upon the work and that 
the entire amount of the fund will be 
given in His own good time. 

Although Mr. Corey did not expect to 
be present for the reason stated in his 
letter, we are glad to announce that he 
was present during the afternoon exer- 
cises. Our friends will be pleased to 
look upon the likeness of our esteemed 
friend and brother on opposite page.

Our expecta- 
tion is from Him, and our prayers shall 
continue to remind Him to lay this 77st 
fund upon the hearts of the friends of 
Israel, and as contributions are received, 
they will be deposited in the Safe Deposit 
Bank until the entire amount of the fund 
is realized. A check of $25 was received 
the following morning for the fund, and 
we are now ready to receive others, 
small or large, for the complete equip- 
ment of the work. Our friends will 
please understand that two accounts are 
kept for the mission. The one account 
is for the General Mission Fund in which 
all -general contributions towards the

A package of tracts and testaments have 
been sent there, and our prayers are 
following that the seed thus sown may 
spring up to life and salvation in many 
Jewish hearts in that beautiful city. 





Troy, N. Y. 


We greatly enjoyed the visit to Troy. 
We have a faithful auxiliary there in 
connection with Sister Musgrove’s excel- 
lent mission work. We append the re- 
port sent in by the secretary, which 
shows what can be done by organizing 
many more auxiliiaries, and thus a pray- 
ing and active interest created for the 
cause of Jewish missions : 


We have much to praise the Lord for at this 
time, because of His favor upon us as a band of 
believers called out from the world and united 
together to believe in the full Gospel of salva- 
tion in the four-fold aspect of our Lord Jesus as 
Saviour, Sanctifier, Healer and Coming King. 
Under the ministration of our leader, Sister S. 
M. C. Musgrove, the work has prospered in 
spite of much opposition. In 1889 the members 
of the Mission organized a missionary society in 
the interest of the heathen abroad and the needy 
at home. In the fall of 1901 Evangelist Brother 
Ruben, who represented the Jewish work in 
Pittsburgh, opened our eyes to the scriptural 
order of preaching the Gospel, and so we saw in 
Luke 24: 47, that ‘‘repentance and remission of 
sins should be preached in His name, among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem.’’ And again 
in Acts 1: 8, ‘‘But ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you ; and ye 
shall be witnesses unto Me both in /erusalem, 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth.’’ 


We believe that, those commands being just 
as l1mperative now as when given to the disci- 
ples, we are commissioned to carry the Gospel 
to the /ew first. On this being made clear and 
plain, our hearts were enlarged, and the Jew 
(God’s chosen people) taken in. So, since 
October, 1901, our society is proud to claim the 
name of Four-fold Gospel Missionary Society 
and Friends of Israel. We have the emblem of 
Israel in button form, and are not ashamed to 
show our colors. We are not necessarily oblig- 
ed to literally go to Jerusalem, for there are 
many Jews here in our own city who are just as 
ignorant of their Messiah as those in Jerusalem. 
Many of these are visited and the Word faith- 
fully given them, and, praise God! some have 
been shown the plan of Salvation and have ac- 
cepted Christ as their Messiah. 


As for those that are outside, and even in Jer- 
usalem, Judea and Samaria, we have easy access 


to them by way of the Throne. We have had 
many wonderful answers to prayer, and God has 
never yet failed. We make liberal use of the 
tracts for Jews which we receive from the New 
Covenant Mission, Pittsburgh. There are at 
present 77 members enrolled. 

The meetings are held the last Sunday of each 
month in connection with the Bible Reading, 
which is also missionary. At this time prayer 
is offered for the laborers in the foreign lands, 
short sketches of their work read and statistics 
of the work accomplished in the different fields. 
In this way we are kept in touch with all the 
work both at home and abroad, from the unciv- 
ilized heathen to the wilfully ignorant. 

From time to time funds are sent to various 
missionaries. Some to Brother Ruben’s work 
in Pittsburgh, through whose labors so many 
Gentiles are being enlightened, while the dear 
Jews are now receiving the Gospel light in many 
places. During the past year $315.73 was ap- 
propriated to the missionary cause, and, to His 
praise, it was all ‘‘Free-will Offerings.’? Our 
motto is, ‘‘Freely ye have received, freely give.”’ 
We believe in the sight of God it is much more 
acceptable than if we had raised a larger amount 
and dishonored God’s house by using it for pur- 
poses that He has expressly forbidden, as in 
Matigeet 312 urns) 

We read in 2 Cor. 9: 6, 7, ‘‘He which soweth 
sparingly, shall reap sparingly ; and he which 
soweth bountifully, shall reap also bountifully. 
Every man according as he purposeth in his 
heart, so let him give; not grudgingly or of nec- 
essity, for God loveth a cheerful giver.’’ 

During our recent convention of April 24th to 
the 28th inclusive, the Lord richly blessed us 
all. At this time the Lord saw fit to send to us 
Brother Ruben, one of God’s chosen people who 
stands true to his God and is well-known as an 
earnest laborer among his fellowmen. 

One feature of the convention was the Jewish 
emblem, shown in dark blue and gold, sur- 
rounded by a wreath of American flags, thus 
showing the fellowship that should exist be- 
tween America and Israel. 

The meetings opened Sunday, April 24th, 
with prayer service at 9:00 A. M., followed by 
the annual reports of the secretary and treasurer, 
then Sister Musgrove gave a short Bible reading 
on the “Living Waters’’ (John 7: 37, 38), the 
substance being that out of us should flow rivers 
of living water to every nation. Bro. Burgess, 
of Binghampton, followed with an address on 
“Living Stones’’ (Eph. 2: 10-22.) In the after- 
noon, the room was filled to its utmost capacity 
at which Brother Ruben spoke in behalf of the 
jews and what we should be doing to help 
them. 


The evening was devoted to baptism (when 
nine of the followers of Jesus were buried with 
Him in baptism), the laying on of hands to re- 
ceive the Holy Spirit, and testimony meeting. 
The Spirit of the Lord was there in mighty 
power, and we can never forget the scene—three 
Roman Catholics kneeling at the altar. If we 
rejoice, what must it be around the throne in 
heaven. 

Services were held each afternoon and evening 
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the remainder of the week, in charge of Bros. 
Ruben and Burgess. The Lord met us each 
time and poured out rich blessings. Quite a 
number were truly saved, and many asked for 
and received the Holy Spirit, and more than 
one can now claim victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, having come out in more of His 
fulness and liberty. | 

Bro. Ruben proved himself equally as useful 
among the Gentiles as the Jews, and many are 
thanking God that he was sent to us, even for 
so short a time. 

The latter part of the convention was in 
charge of Bro. Burgess, a Spirit-filled man of 
God, by whose mighty ministry many were 
greatly helped and brougnt in touch with our 
blessed Lord and Master. 

How we do praise God for the noble men and 
women whom He sees fit to use in His service. 
The key-note of our lives is, ‘“‘Attempt great 
things for Christ, and expect great things from 
Christ.’’ 

May the Lord help in the work that the ¢rue 
Gospel may be preached to the uttermost parts 
of the earth. beginning at Jerusalem, and many 
precious souls brought into the kingdom.

Besides the above, the 
affairs of the Mission, editorial duties, 
visitations, etc., to fill in the time. 


A VISIT TO A JEWISH TEMPLE. 


During the month of April, a short 
missionary visit was made East. Our 
Auxiliary band at Bradford, Pa., had 
arranged for 2 numberof meetings. We 
arrived on Friday, April 15th, and were 
met by Rev. E. Blews, pastor of the F. 
M. Church. On Saturday morning, 
Bro. Blews and myself attended the Jew- 
ish Temple service. We met the rabbi, 
a young man of a sunny disposition, who 
is serving the Reformed congregation, 
although he was educated in the ortho- 
dox seminary in New York. Asa rule, 
rabbis occupying Reformed pulpits, are 
the graduates of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege, Cincinnati. Upon learning that he 
was trained in orthodoxy, we expressed 
surprise at his officiating in a Reformed 
Temple, for the difference of the two 
synagogues is as great as between the 
Unitarians and the orthodox Evangelical 
churches. The rabbi has broken with 
orthodoxy, however, and has joined the 
Reformed wing of the Jewish Cult, al- 
though not altogether out of sympathy 
with the ortholox views. We have 
rarely met a rabbi so kind and congenial, 
and who did not show the usual feeling 
of revulsion against a Jewish Christian. 

He wanted to know how we had been 
led to see in Jesus the Messiah. Before 
the Jewish service commenced, we had 
the blessed privilege of testifying to the 
grace of God in revealing Messiah— 
Jesus—to me in fulfillment of the Scrip- 
tures of the prophet, that ‘‘His name 
shall be called (pele) Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, the Mighty God. the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace.’’ My 
spiritual experience deeply impressed 
him, and then he told us that he was 
converted to Judaism about ten years ago 
from infidelity, and believes firmly in the 
tenets of Judaism. On being asked if 
he had studied Christian doctrines, or 
comparative religions, he replied that 
Christianity is not studied at the semi- 
nary in New York. In the post-graduate 
course at a Christian Institution, he 
studied philosophy and some other 
branches, but he evaded the inquiry as to 
Christianity. He had seen the New 
Testament, but was not acquainted with 


a 
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it contents. We wondered that so intel- 
ligent a young man seemed to have 
ignored so important a subject as Chris- 
tianity, claiming to have no understand- 
ing of the same. . 


A JEWISH SERVICE. 


The exercises consisted of reading 
from the Reformed book of prayer, which 
included a number of psalms, the choir 
responding at stated time in song, the 
music being quite a feature of the service. 
Out of deference to the orthodox train- 
ing, the rabbi wears a clergy cap and 
talith (the robe of righteousness) folded 
about the shoulders. ‘To a Christian the 
service would seem formal and powerless, 
and appear much like feeling after the 
‘“‘Unknown God.’’ The usual feature 
of the service, even at Reformed Temples, 
is the taking out the Scroll of the Law 
(the five books of Moses written on 
parchment) to read a portion appointed 
for the day, but this was eliminated, to 
our surprise. At a former visit, some 
years ago, when Rabbi Reynolds offici- 
ated, this part of the ritual was observed, 
the rabbi bearing testimony to the truth 
of Moses in the synagogue, and denying 


the same truth in a lecture before the | 


Penoplin Club, in which the rabbi avowed 
himself as utterly rejecting the authority 
of Moses and the prophets. ‘‘Consist- 
ency, thou art a jewel!’’ Shortly after 
that, the rabbi resigned to take up the 
study of law, but finding that a vacant 
Reformed pulpit at Salt Lake City would 


afford more ready emoluments, he re-. 


sumed his former occupation of proclaim- 
ing Judaism, but we do not know as to 
the sincerity of his convictions at present. 


THE SERMON, 


We listened with deep interest to the 
sermon delivered by the rabbi on ‘‘The 
Pleasures of Life.’? We expected some 
Old Testament lesson to impress the 
hearers with the consolation of religion 
as the real pleasure of life. We listened, 
however, to a well prepared essay on the 
subject, illustrating that education, lit- 
erature, hope, work, and rest constitute 
the pleasures of life. The rabbi acknowl- 
edged his indebtedness to Christian men 
of letters for the thoughts of his address, 
naming Sir John Lubeck, Herbert Spen- 


cer, Peter Cooper and others. The only 
mention of any Jew in connection with 
the address was of Moses as being, 
possibly, the greatest teacher of all. 

At the close of the service. we enjoyed 
a lengthy interview with the rabbi, plac- 
ing into his hands our literature, the 
pamphlets published by us, especially 
Bro. Kuldell’s replies to Rabbi Levy and 
receiving the promise of a _ personal 
perusal of the same, as well as the New 
Testament. Please pray earnestly for 
this dear man. 





RABBI LEVY ANSWERED. 





The utterances of Rabbi Levy are pub- 
lished and circulated in pamphlet form 
and find their way into Christian hands. 
The public press also gives brief reports 
from time to time. Recently the rabbi 
took a notion to compare Jesus with Mo- 
hammed. Rev. Dr. McCrory has admin- 
istered a drastic dose of allopathic medi- 
cine to the doughty rabbi and we hope 
he will exercise better judgment and 
preach Judaism to his congregation. We 
append Dr. McCrory’s sermon from 7he 
Pittsburg Times of April 11. 


‘Why the Jew Classes Jesus with Mo- 
hammed’’ was the subject chosen by 
Rev. J. T. McCrory, D. D , for his ser- 
mon last night at the Third United Pres- 
byterian Church on Diamond street.

McCrory chose for his text: ‘‘For had 
ye believed Moses ye would have believed 
Me: for he wrote of Me.

He 
said in part: 

‘The world cannot get reconciled to 
Jesus Christ. His enemies have never 
known exactly what disposition to make 
of Him. “They are still, as in the days 
of His earthly ministry, greatly perplex- 
ed. Sometimes they get very angry and, 
as then, denounce Him as the greatest 
imposter of the ages—as possessed with 
a devil—as a blasphemer who ought not 
to live ary longer. Then again the com- 
pliment Him—speak of Him as having 
been very much of a gentleman—very

All past experiences of these atmos- 
pherical and astronomical phenomena in 
connection with the city of Jerusalem 
are to be eclipsed in the /wfwve and in 
this the Old Testament and the New 
agree, the writings of the prophets and 
the teaching of the Lord Jesus coincide. 
In the blessed Saviour’s most solemn 
asseverations of His second advent as 
Judge of Jew and Gentile, He declares 
that there will be for the inhabitants of 
the city of Jerusalem and the people of 
Judea at that day terrible trouble. ‘‘Im- 
mediately after the tribulation of those 
days, shall the sun be darkened, and the 


-moon shall not give her light, and the 


stars shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of heaven shall ke shaken: And 
then shall appear the sign of the Son of 
Man in heaven and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn when they 
shall see the Son of Man coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and great 
glory.’’ Matt. 24: 29, 30. Inthe Gos- 
pel of Luke these wonders are immedi- 
ately associated with the name of the 
city of Jerusalem—‘‘And they shall fall 
by the edge of the sword and shall be led 
captive into all nations: and JERUSA- 
LEM shall be trodden down of the Gen- 
tiles, until the time of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled. And there shall be signs in 
sun, and moon, and stars, and upon 
earth distress of nations in perplexity 
for the roaring of the sea and billows; 
men fainting (expiring) for fear and for 
expectation of the things which ave com- 
ing on the world (the inhabited earth): 
for the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken. And then shall they see the 
Son of Man coming in a cloud with 
power and great glory. Heaven and 
earth shall pass away but my words 
shall not pass away !’’ Luke 21: 24-33. 
(GN: 


When we turn to the Prophet Joel we 
read these words ‘‘Blow ye the trumpet 
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in Zion and sound an alarm in my holy 
mountain, let all the inhabitants of the 
land tremble: for the day of the LORD 
cometh, for it is nigh at hand; a day of 
darkness and gloominess, a day of clouds 
and thick darkness, as the morning 
(dawn) spread upon the mountain, for 
the day of the Lord is great and very 
terrible ; and who can abide it?’’? Chap- 
COT 2t cath: 


“And I. will shew wonders in the 
heavens and in the earth, blood, and fire, 
and pillars of smoke. ‘The sun shall be 
turned into darkness and the moon into 
blool, before the great and terrible day 
of the LORD come. And it shall come 
to piss that whosoever shall call on the 
name of the LORD shall be delivered ; 
for on Mount Zion and in JERUSALEM 
there shall be those that escape as the 
LORD hath said, and among the rem- 
nant those whom the LORD shall call’’ 
(2: 30-32). ‘‘For the day of the LORD 
is near in the valley of decision. The 
sun and the moon shall be darkened and 
the stars shall withdraw their shining, 
and the LORD shall roar from Zion and 
utter His voice fron JERUSALEM ; 
and the heavens and the earth shall 
shake, but the LORD will be the hope of 
His people and the strength to the chil- 
dren of Israel.’’ 


The prophet Amos writes concerning 
this time, ‘‘And it shall come to pass in 
that day, saith the Lord GOD that I 
will cause the sun to go down at noon, 
and I will darken the earth in the clear 
dav. AndI will turn your feasts into 
mourning and all your songs into lam- 
entation ; and I will bring up sackcloth 
on all loins, and baldness upon every 
head ; and I will make it as the mourning 
of an oaly son, and the end thereof as a 
bitter day.’ Chapter 8:9, 1.) Can we 
do otherwise than compare this passage 
with Zechariah 12: 9, 10, when the 
prophet declares, ‘‘And it shall come to 
pass in that day, that I will seek to 
destroy all the nations that come against 
JERUSLEM. And I will pour upon the 
house of David, and upon the inhabitants 
of JERUSALEM the spirit of grace and 
of supplications: and they shall look 
upon ME whom they have pierced (Je- 
hovah—Jesus the crucified glorified Son 


of God and Saviour of Israel) and they 
shall mourn for Him, as one mourneth 
for his only son, as one that is in bitter- 
ness for his first-born. Inthat day there 
shall be a great mourning in JERUSA- 
WEeeM >”. (Zech, seen ie 

All this is in absolute harmony with 
Rev. 1: 7. ‘‘Behold He cometh with 
(in the) clouds and every eye shall see 
Him and they which pierced Him, and 
all kindreds (the tribes) of the earth (or 
land) shall wail because of (mourn over) 
Him. Evenso, amen.’’ And Rev. 6: 
12-17, R. V., “And I saw iwhenmite 
opened the six seal, and there. was a 
great earth ; and the sun became back as 
sackcloth of hair, and the whole moon 
became as blood, and the stars of the 
heaven fell unto the earth, as a fig-tree 
casteth her unripe figs, when she is 
shaken of a great wind. - And the heaven 
was removed as a scroll when it is rolled 
up; and every mountain and island were 
moved out of their places. And the 
kings of the earth, and the princes, and 
the chief captains, and the rich, and the 
strong, and every bondman and freeman 
hid themselves in the caves and in the 
rocks of the mountains, and they say to 
the mountains and to the rocks, ‘‘Fall 
on us and hide us from the face of Him 
that sitteth on the throne, and from the 
wrath of the Lamb: for the great day of 
His wrath is come and who is able to 
stand ?”’ 

Dear reader are you prepared for these 
awful events which are as certain as that 
God cannot lie, and may come upon us 
so soon that we know not what a day 
may bring forth. Flee to the wounds of 
the Lord Jesus Christ for safety and you 
will not be ashamed before Him at His 
coming. 


“THE TIMES OF THE GENTILEs.”

In view of the fact that we are living 
at the end of the long period of Gentile 
supremacy and that all the signs of our 
times point to the speedy consummation 
of the period fore-shadowed in Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s dream, it should be of peculiar 
interest to all students of the Word at 
the present moment. 
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The kingdom of Israel continued about 
260 years under 19 kings, that of Judah 
for nearly 400 years under twenty sover- 
eigns. Israel had already been deported 
to Assyria to which he never returned, 
nationally. Judah was sent into captiv- 
ity in Babylon. A great change in God’s 
providential government of the nations 
took place at the time of the Babylonish 
captivity. God ceased to recognize 
Israel’s sovereignty on account of gross 
disobedience and exalts the heathen king 
revealing His purposes to him in mystery 
but making a complete revelation of his 
purpose through His own prophet. 

His change marks the beginning of 
the ‘‘times of the Gentiles’? a most im- 
portant point of departure in prophetic 
_ study and in many respects the key to 
all prophecy. It was not by chance, or 
by mere human prowess, that Assyria 
overthrew Israel and Babylon Judah ; 
the hand of God was in the double catas- 
trophe, and the overthrow was a direct 
judgment on a disobedient and idolatrous 
people. 

The long period of subjection to Gen- 
tile nations, of which the Babylonish 
captivity was only the first section, and 
which still continues, was imposed on 
the Jews for inveterate and long continu- 
ed sin. ‘The full weight of the judgment 
did not fall on them at first because they 
had not filled up the measure of their 
sins; but when they ‘‘killed the Prince 
of Life,’’ a flood of desolation over- 
whelmed them and rests upon the nation 
still. 


They are however beloved for the 
‘fathers’ sakes’’ and destined as Scrip- 
ture abundantly asserts, to be ultimately 
restored to their land and to the supreme 
place amongst the nations. 


The long and weary course of the 
‘‘times of the Gentiles’’ is but the gradual 
fulfillment of this great purpose of God, 
as seen everywhere in Scripture and in 
Providence. 


The ‘‘times’’ occupy the interval be- 
tween the desolation of the land of Israel 
by Babylon, and the yet future restora- 
tion of the Jews ; between the fall of the 
throne of Judah in the days of Nebu- 
chadnezzar, and the future restoration of 
that throne in the person of Christ ; 


between the destruction of Jehovah’s 
temple and the restoration of it on Mt. 
Zion. 

The dream and its interpretation was 
a divine programme, announced on the 
occasion of the captivity, to sustain and 
cheer the righteous remnant in Israel 
through the ages of delay. 

The God of heaven gives Nebuchad- 
nezzar the kingdoms of the earth with 
absolute authority as the ‘‘King of 
kings’? and the great image with its 
four-fold symbolism was to stand during ~ 
the entire period of Israel’s rejection. 
The character of these four world em- 
pires is portrayed under the dual symbol- 
ism of the great image and under the 
similitude of four wild beasts. Pagan, 
wild-beast-like powers, cruel, ravening, 
destructive and brutal in their degrada- 
tion and ignorance of God. No law, no 
moral code is given to them. God does 
not bring them nigh to Him as He 
brought Israel. 


All personal communication with na- 


‘ tions ends with Israel's rejection. These 


four world-powers cover the entire period 
of human history from Nebuchadnezzar 
to the present moment and yet the pro- 
phetic details are comparatively brief. 
The spirit which inspired Daniel foresaw 
the transitory nature of all these empires 
and history confirms the meagre details 
of the prophecy, on its every page. 


The conquests of Cyrus, Cambyses 
and Darius, the marvelous rapidity of 
the victories of Alexander the Great, a 
period more celebrated in ancient history 
than any other, is clearly with the in- 
sight of omniscience itself. 

The greatest of all these world-powers 
was to be the last—the Empire of Rome, 
and yet for five hundred years after the 
founding of Rome there was nothing to 
indicate that it would ever become a 
great power. 


The image was at last to be smitten 
with a stone cut out of the mountain 
without hands and utterly destroyed. 
A fifth universal monarchy, of a won- 
derfully different description, a kingdom 
which the God of Heaven would set up 
which would break in pieces and consume 
all other kingdoms and stand forever. 

During the continuance of Gentile 
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supremacy, under the protection of one 
of these powers, the Jews returned to 
Jerusalem, rebuilt the Temple and re- 
stored the ecclesiastical and civil polity. 
The ark however which gave to the first 
temple its distinguishing glory was 
lacking. 

No great prophet was vouchsafed to 
Israel after Daniel and for about 400 
years—Malachi to Christ—we have no 
public Divine history. The lone star of 
written prophecy shone as a light in a 
dark place and the only event of this 
period of far reaching importance as to 
Israel was the translation of the Septua- 
gint or Greek version of the Old Testa- 
ment in 284 B. C. Our Lord and His 
apostles sanctioned its correctness by 
quoting from it. 

Our Lord in the ‘‘fulness of time’’ 
offered Himself to Israel, as their Mes- 
siah and King—to be rejected however 
—and the nation enters upon the last 
period of misfortune, for Jerusalem is to 
be trodden down until the ‘‘times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled.’”? Men may view 
it differently and endeavor to fix upon 
certain other nations the central place in 
history, but God has revealed His own 
thought concerning it and He gives the 
paramount place to Israel at last. To 
this many prophecies bear witness. ‘The 
tabernacle of David is to be rebuilt as the 
end of the Gentile period approaches. 
(Acts 15: 16.) There are many signs 
that we are reaching the last days of 
Gentile rule which began with Nebu- 
chadnezzar. Until his time Israel had 
been the centre and Jerusalem the seat 
of government, from the Divine stand- 
point. It will be so again on a grander 
scale than ever before. , 

The times are portentous. Israel is 
grasping in unbelief after a way toreturn 
to the land. Zionism is man’s solution 
merely, but God is behind it all and will 
fulfill His own word. 

Everywhere we hear of Israel being 
lifted from the dust of centuries of hu- 
miliation. The mystical fig-tree is bud- 
ding and as it was to bear no fruit until 
the end of the age, we may be sure these 
signs of coming fruitage are also signs of 
the end of the Gentile age. Vet few, 
except students of prophecy, can see 
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these things. Only those who search 
the inspired Word:can understand them. 
Only a few were waiting for the consola- 
tion of Israel at the Messiah’s first coming 

Everything connected with Israel 
should be of profound interest to the 
Christian. This will of course involve 
the restoration and conversion of all 
Israel to which St. Paul refersin Romans 
rr and to which all Scripture me 
witness. 

The consideration of these truths 
should also encourage those who, amidst 
many discouragements, are seeking to 
witness to them, to the Jews who do not 
now nationally believe them and to Chris- 
tians who are largely indifferent to them. 

The shining of the star of prophecy is 
truly as a “‘light shining in a dark place 
until the day dawn.”’

alever add deserving of a ene deal of 
credit for His spirit and teachings con- 
sidering the times in which He lived, the 
people from whom He sprang and so 
forth. 


“Sometimes Christian people feel a 
good deal exasperated and scandalized by 
the persistency with which professedly 
intelligent Jews keep thrusting their vul- 
gar notions concerning the Saviour on 
the attention of the Christian public 
through the newspapers, and sometimes 
they suspect that these newspapers more 
than half sympathize with these vulgari- 
ties in view of the prominence they give 
to such distasteful utterances. But it 
should be no surprise to have a Jew class 
Jesus with Mohammed even though he 
be counted an intelligent Jew. This 
whole matter as to what men do with 
Jesus Christ is after all not a matter of: 
the head, but of the heart. Panl ex- 
plains it by saying: ‘The natural -heart 
is enmity toward God.’ The reason Paul, 
as Saul of Tarsus, was a blasphemer and 
persecutor, for example, was not his want 
of intelligence, but his hardness of heart. 
As soon as his heart was changed he took 
the very Scriptures by whose authority 
he had opposed Christ and overwhelmed 
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his countrymen with arguments in favor 
of the Lord’s Messiahship. 

‘“The fact is a man’s attitude toward 
Jesus Christ depends on his attitude to- 
ward the Old Testament. According to 
our text that was the case in our Lord’s 
time. The Jews were without excuse 
for rejecting Jesus of Nazareth as the 
Messiah. A little calm, unpredudiced 
attention to the Old Testament would 
have convinced them of the Lord’s claims. 
It is so still. The rejection of Jesus 
Christ as the Saviour not by the Jew 
alone, but by all classes of people, is 
because of their attitude toward the Old 
Testament Scriptures. There are three 
distinct positions toward these Scriptures 
which men assume, but all result in the 
ruin of their souls and their eternal per- 
dition. There is first of all the rejection 
of the Bible as a revelation from God. 
This is practical atheism. Second there 
is the discrediting of the Bible by the 
so-called higher criticism which pretends 
to know more about the truth of the 
Bible history than Jesus Christ knew for 
He indorsed it all. Of course if our 
Lord indorsed the Scriptures and they 
are largely fables and full of falsehoods 
then He is discredited as either ignorant 
or vicious. And so men who reject the 
Scriptures must reject Him. 

‘Then third, there is what is equally 
ruinous of all spiritual interests, the in- 
difference of men to the Scriptures. 
Neglect of the Old Testament as certainly 
involves men in unbelief as discrediting 


by criticism or rejecting because of athe-. 


ism. Now while it may bea little more 
offensive to the sentiment of the Chris- 
tian community to have Jesus put on a 
par with such a fanatic and deceiver as 
Mohammed rather than have Him quiet- 
ly ignored and disregarded still, I do not 
think that in the sight of the Lord there 
is any great difference. Indeed I think 
He feels more keenly the slight put on 
Him by those who know in their souls 
that He is the Saviour and the Son of 
God than he does the sneer of the blind, 
prejudiced Hebrew.’’

JEWISH MISSIONS IN AMERICA.

The Jews in the United States need 
the Gospel. There are plenty of them 
here. New York alone has over 600,000 
Jews. Every sixth man in that metro- 
polis is a Jew. Philadelphia is said to 
have 200,000 and Chicago 100,000 of the 
sons of Abraham. All the large cities 
of this country are filling up with Jews. 
They are coming in from the countries 
of their dispersion at the rate of 50,000 
or 60,000 a year. They come here to 
enjoy liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, and we are glad to share these 
blessings with them. 

They do not want the Gospel, but 
they need it. Some of us do not think 
they do. They are good citizens, we 
are told, they are industrious, they are 
sober. What else could we expect? 
We answer, they are Christless and 
therefore without righteousness, sancti- 
fication and redemption. (1 Cor. 1: 30.) 
They have not the Son, and therefore 
they have not the Father. They deny 
the Son, and therefore they have no 
litete cr johni2:.29" ‘santa: en Lherprac- 
tice of their ceremonial religion being a 


- physical impossibility in this land, they 


soon lose interest in all religion and 
largely join the ranks of atheists and 
other ists. This is the one reason why 
they need the Gospel—it is for their own 
sake. 

They also need it for our sake. If 
they are to become a blessing to us they 
must be evangelized. Look at those 
lands where Israel has been dwelling for 
centuries, and see how these so-called 
Christian nations had proposed fur them- 
selves a whip of many cords because they 
neglected to bring the Jew to Christ, the 
Saviour of the world. Anti-semitism 
will never solve the Jewish question, but 
God’s salvation will. ‘‘And it shall 
come to pass, that as ye were a curse 
among the nations, oh house of Judah 
and house of Israel, so will I save you, 
and you shall be a blessing.’’ Zech.

The Episcopal Church of England is 
doing more for the Jew than all Christen- 
dom combined, and we thank God that 
its sister this side of the Atlantic has not 
forgotten to be faithful to her traditions. 
She is the best equipped of all Jewish 
mission societies in this land, and has 
ten co-laborers in New York and Phila- 
delphia, 

The Lutheran Church has one mis- 
sionary in Chicago, one or two in New 
York. One of her pastors, the present 
writer, in addition to his work in a 
parish, is reaching out to the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church of 
this land has a medical missionary among 
the Jews of New York. 

The Reformed Presbyterian Church is 
doing well for its size. It has an effec- 
tive mission in Philadelphia. 

‘The Baptists have a fine missionary in 
the person of Leopold Cohn of Brooklyn. 


There are many more interdenomi- 
national missions than denominational. 
But the objectionable feature with the 
best of them is this, that they have to 
spend too much energy in getting Chris- 
tians interested in the financial support 
of their work. How much more they 
could do in spreading the Gospel among 
the Jews, if they had endowments and 
their support were assured ! 

Next to the Chicago Hebrew Mission, 
the one most favored of God is the ‘‘New 
Covenant Mission to Jews and Gentiles’’ 
in Pittsburgh. An ardent friend of the 
cause, Mr. J. B. Corey, made this Mis- 


sion a present of a $12,000 home. The 
crying need of the hour in this land is a 
missionary training school. Here is the 
room for it. We could have students, 
we could have teachers, if we had an en- 
dowment to assure their support. The 
Board of this Mission consists of very 
prominent and godly businessmen. The 
geneious donor is himself treasurer. The. 
friends of this Mission are hoping to see 
it some day in the foremost part of all 
missionary activity of this kind in the 
land. 

4. What are the Missions accomplish- 
ing? Some Christians believe that the 
Jews cannot be converted. This is dis- 
crediting the power of the Gospel. The 
writer is himself a son of Israel, and after 
close observation for more than a quarter 
of a century he has come to the conclu- 
sion that Jewish missions. if carried on 
by men well equipped, are even more 
successful than those among the heathen. 
This he could prove if need be. 

Now the question to the children of 
God: Will you help to equip the Jew- 
ish missions with the right kind of men 
and sufficient means? What you do to 
the least of His brethren, you do unto 
Him.— 7he Union Gospel News. 





LUTHER AND THE JEWS. 


In the /mmanual's Witness of April, 
p. 70, a quotation, undoubtedly from a 
Jewish paper is given, in which Luther 
advises to burn the Jewish synagogues, 
prayerbooks, Talmuds, &c. Luther is 
too colossal a figure to be in need of our 
little defense and the writer is the last 
one to defend any thing or any body that 
is not defensible in the sight of the 
Gospel. All men are fallible, only Christ _ 
is perfect. . But Luther’s ebullition of 
wrath loses some of its virulence by 
placing it in the true setting. We have 
done it before, we must do it again. 
Will the Witness kindly copy? 

The great reformer has often been des- 
cribed as an enemy of the Jew and Jewish 
missions. Jewish writers slander him as 
a Jew-hater, and Christian journalists, 
inimical to any effort in behalf of win- 
ning the Jew for Christ, decorate their 
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tirades with Luther’s fulminations 
against the Jews. As Biblical Christians 
we would like to get at the truth of the 
matter, for it is quite puzzling. The 
Anti-Semitics quote copiously from Luth- 
er, giving volume and page and make 
Luther say horrible things about the 
Jews. Is Luther on their side? We 
wish to say a few words in explanation. 
In Luther’s writings of 1543 under the 
the titles: ‘‘Of the Jews and Their Lies,”’ 
and ‘‘Of the Shem-Hamphoras and of 
the Genealogy of Christ,’’? Luther speaks 
indeed as though he had not a particle 
of love or mercy, but only hatred and 
curses for the Jew, and yet it would 
be superficial in the extreme to force the 
hasty. conclusion that this characterizes 
Luther’s attitude toward the Jewish 
people and Jewish evangelization. 


Let us see what he writes in 1521. 
Explaining Mary’s Magnificat, he says: 
‘Therefore, we must not treat the Jews 
so unfriendly, for there are still future 
Christians among them. Moreover, they 
alone and not we Gentiles, have the 
promises, that there should always be 
Christians in Abraham’s seed believing 
in the blessed Seed of the Woman. Our 
hopes rest in pure grace, without God’s 
promises, who knows how and when. 
If we ourselves first led Christian lives, 
and would lead them kindly to Christ, it 
would be the right thing. Who would 
wish to become a Christian, when he 
sees our un-Christian conduct towards 
them? Not so, dear Christians. Tell 
them the truth kindly ; do they decline 
to hear, then let them go.’’ 


Full of hope, he exclaims in his sermon 
on the festival day of Stephen, 1521: “‘It 
is certain then, that the Jews shall yet 
say to Christ: ‘Blessed be thou that 
comest in the name of the Lord !’ 
God grant it speedily.’’

HUMAN THOUGHT LAWLESS: 





Ex-Rabbi M. Wertheimer Preaches on the 
Difference Between the FTuman and Divine 
Mind. 


The new Covenant Mission held regu- 
lar services at the Fifth Ave. Methodist 
Episcopal Church yesterday afternoon. 
Interesting exercises were conducted. 
Supt. M. Ruben introduced ex- Rabbi M. 


Wertheimer, of Dayton, O., as the 
speaker. The address was based on the 
text, ‘‘God’s thoughts are not our 


thoughts.’’ Isa. 4: 8. He said in part: 


“Throughout the Old Testament human 
thought tended only to oppose the government 
of God. Failure was written across their ways 
of thinking and planning, Original sin, ances- 
tral superstition, pollution full of lust and 
shame, and selfishness made the human mind 
an unsafe guide to heaven. 

‘Infidelity, unbelief and agnosticism are the 
outgrowths of the human thought. Whenever 
the human mind gets away from the mind of 
Jehovah, who was made flesh in the person of 
Jesus, the tragedy of sin, oppression, vice and 
crime resulted. 

“The human mind may produce a Pharoah, 
Haman, Nebuchadnezzer, and Napoleon, but 
the Divine mind can create Jesus, Moses, Isaiah 
and Paul. Human thought in its unrestrained 
condition is lawless, impudent and rebellious. 
This is proved by the Canaanites, Babel-builders 
and their progeny. 

“The human mind says God is unjust and 
cruel, yet in Romans 9: 20; Job 11: 2; Hebrews 
12:5, 7, 10, 11, the fallacy of this is proved. 
The human mind says that in the Bible there 
are so many things which it cannot understand, 
yet in the word of God in rt Corinthians 2: 14; 
Romans II: 33; 1 Corinthians 13: 11, 12, this is 
refuted. 

‘The ruins of ancient Assyria, Egypt, Phil- 
istia, tell the tale of the human mind in opposi- 
tion to God’s mind. Satan, the prince of this 
world, works through the human mind. God 
works through the agency of His Holy Spirit 
and reveals to us the Divine Saviour, who can 
refashion us and recreate us, and only through 
the grace of God is this possible, and this grace 
of God will be given to the man of faith in 
God’s power and holiness. 

‘“‘The barrier between God and man is sin. 
The wages of sin is death. Our heavenly Fa- 
ther provided a Saviour in the person of Jesus 
Christ. Reject Him and you belie God the Fa- 
ther. All have sinned. No man in the sinful 
condition cometh to the Father but through 
Jesus Christ. Such is the revealed will and 
mind of God. The waters of salvation are found 
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in a Divine Saviour anointed of God the Father. 
Seek ye the Saviour during this dispensation of 
grace, while the door of mercy is open. The 
way to get this grace is to repent and bring 
forth works of repentance, evident proofs of 
your confession, humility and relf-righteous- 
ness.”’

ETERNAL PUNISHMENT. 





The Subject of Superintendent Maurice Ruben’s 
Address in Fifth Avenue M. E. Church. 


The services of the New Covenant Mis- 
sion yesterday afternoon were of special 
interest. After the open-air meeting on 
Magee street the regular service was held 
at the Fifth Avenue M. EK. Church. 
Superintendent Maurice Ruben addressed 
a well-attended Jewish meeting on ‘‘Eter- 
nal Punishment.’’ He said in part: 


“The Scriptures contain many declarations 
that a fearful reward awaits the impenitent. 
Man was created in the image of God. He isa 
reflex of a Divine being. In some respects that 
image has been disfigured. In other respects it 
has not been marred, and cannot be. As God 
is a spirit, so man has a spirit; that spirit, like 
God’s, must be immortal. Like God, too, man 
is a free person. Thus the simplicity and free- 
dom of the human soul necessarily imply im- 
mortality. The immortal part of man cannot, 
therefore, cease to exist. 

‘‘The Israelites were not ignorant of the doc- 
trine of a future life. including future retribu- 
tion. 
Old Testament. It is plainly implied in Balaam’s 
wish to die the death of the righteous. (Num. 
23: 10.) What but such a belief could cause 
Moses to exclaim, ‘O that they were wise, that 
they understood this, that they would consider 
their latter end.’ (Deut. 32: 10; ‘Comp. Heb. 
II: 13-26-35.) The great majority of the Jewish 
nation in the days of Christ believed in the fu- 
ture punishment of the wicked. Had that belief 
been erroneous, Jesus, the Teacher, come from 
God, the Truth, the Light of the world, would 
have most assuredly exposed and corrected it. 
He denounced many a popular notion, con- 
demned many a popular doctrine, and violated 
many a popular tradition. But it does not ap- 
pear that He said a word against the current 
doctrine of eternal punishment. But He gave 
many warnings to beware the dire consequences 
of unbelief and sin. Said He: ‘What is a man 
profited if he shall gain the whole world and 
lose his own soul?’ (Matt. 12:45.) ‘I go my 
way, and ye shall seek Me, and diein your sins; 
whither I go, ye cannot come.’ (John 8: 21-24.) 
‘He that believeth not in the Son, shall not see 
life, but the wrath of God abideth on him,’ 
(John 3: 36.) We may further infer that Christ 
did not teach second probation, nor universal sal- 
vation. ‘Lord,are there few that be saved?’ ‘Who 


We find indications of-it throughout the 


then can be saved?’ (Matt. 19:25; Luke 13:23; 18: 
26.) It is, therefore, evident that Christ came 
into the world to save sinners. (Matt. 1: 21.) 
Again and again He is called Saviour. But from 
What does He save? From sinin its nature and 
consequences. It is said in the Gospel that He 
saves us from destruction of both soul and body 
in hell. (Matt. 10: 28.) Jesus Christ suffered, 
died and rose again for our justification. ‘And 
this is the condemnation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil.’ (John 3: 
19.) Repent now, this is the accepted time; do 
not wait till after death. ‘He that is unjust, let 
him be unjust still, and he that is filthy, let him 
be filthy still. Behold, I come quickly, and my 
reward is with Me to give every man according 
as his work shall be.’ (Rev. 22: 11, 12.)”

A new mission has been opened at 240 
Broom street. We have received from 
Brother Philip Sidersky the announce- 
ment of the securing of a building for 
the mission. Rev. K. S. Brown, a He- 
brew-Christian who has resigned his pas- 
torate of a Baptist Church at Easton, Pa., 
is associated with Brother Sidersky in 
the new mission as pastor. The Jewish 
community did not take kindly to the 
new institution, and one evening while 
Brother Sidersky was talking to a num- 
ber of persons, a crowd of more than 500, 
mostly boys and young men, gathered in 
front of the place and for about ten min- 
utes stones and other missiles were hurl- 
ed at the building. Almost forty lights 
of glass were broken. We culled the 
above from the Newark Advertiser, which 
published a picture of the mission build- 
ing after the attack, showing plainly the 
broken glass. The same paper under 
recent date, May 6th, announces the 
opening of the new mission which was to 
take place thatevening. ‘‘There is quite 
a transformation in the appearance of the 
front part of the house, for instead of 
broken windows, everything is nicely 
fixed up and painted.’’ It is stated that 
the friend who paid the rent of the mis- 
sion at Atlantic City is interested in this 
pew mission.

The London Society for Promotion of 
Christianity amongst the Jews. 


The Wanderers’ Home was re-opened 
in London on January 20, 1904. It was 
founded by Dr. Ewald with the help of 
the Abrahamic Society in 1853. Dr. 
Aaron Stern had charge of it after Dr. 
Ewald’s death in 1871, and Rev. J. M. 
Eppstein from 1885 to 1903. The latter 
removed the institution to Bristol in 1894 
Now it has been again removed to Lon- 
don, where Canon Kelk is in charge of 
it. It is directed by an independent 
committee and during the fifty years of 
its existence has sheltered 1,500 Jews, 
many of whom accepted Christ. 





Barbican Mission to the Jews. 


Prediger Lipshytz calls especial at- 
tention to the magnificent work done 
with the help of the ever-crowded read- 
ing room. Every evening after the 
reading room is closed a Bible class with 
large attendance is held and on Saturday 
afternoon an evangelistic service is held. 
At Gorringe Park House the converts 
are instructed and during the summer 
for longer or shorter periods poor Jewish 
children are entertained. 


Continent of Europe. 


French Society for the Evangelization of 
TIsrael.—The work in Paris, under Pastor 
Cerisier, is greatly hindered in its devel- 
opment by the lack of necessary means.

It hap- 
pened very often that the Jews were so 
eager to obtain a copy of the New Testa- 
ment and other literature I had with me 
that they were nearly fighting for it, and 
snatched the books out of my hands, or 
helped themselves out of my hand-bag, 
until my stock of books, etc., was gone.’’

Bonar Memorial Mission, Scotland.

English Zionist Federation.

The English Zionist Federation will in 
consequence not hold the meeting an- 
nounced in the West End, but will hold 
amass meeting next Tuesday evening, 
at the Great Assembly Hall, which will 
be addressed by Mr. I. Zangwill, Dr. 
Klee, and others. 


The Zionist Movement and East Africa. 


Speaking at a crowded meeting held at 
Bristol, last Sunday, Mr. L. J. Green- 
berg, referring to the East Africa 
scheme, said that his proposal to the Ac- 
tions Committee of a method of dealing 
with it had been somewhat misunder- 
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stood. He did not suggest that Dr. 
Herzl should induce the Congress to rel- 
egate the scheme to other bodies, and 
that Zionists should have nothing to do 
with it. He was of opinion that Dr. 
Herzl and the Zionist movement should 
invite the co-operation of other repre- 
sentative Jewish bodies which together 
should form an Association, ad hoc, to 
carry out Jewish colonization in East 
Africa providing the Commission report- 
ed favourably, the special business of 
Zionists being to see that the autonomy 
part of the scheme was maintained. 





The Aliens Bill of Parliament. 


Not only Jews, but all friends of 
liberty, owe a great debt of gratitude to 
the critics who riddled the Immigration 
Bill during the second reading debate 
last Monday. We never remember a 
measure which was so severely handled, 
or in which the weight of argument was 
so manifestly all upon one side; and 
though an obedient majority voted down 
the critics, the result of their onslaught 
was to leave the Bill a helpless legislative 
hulk. Weare astonished at the disin- 
clination or inability displayed by the 
Restrictionists to come to close quarters 
with the facts and arguments of Sir 
Charles Dilke and those who followed 
him.— Zhe Jewzsh Chronicle.

Commenting on the recent disasters to 
the Russian fleet, the Azglish Church- 
man, a Protestant family journal, regards 
Russia’s humiliation ‘‘as an instance of 
retributive justice’ for all that is impli- 
ed in the one word—‘‘Kischinev!’’ It 
continues: — 


‘The terrible crime which that word 
reveals—the murder. outrage and plun- 
der, whose details have stained the page 
of Russian history—have, so far as we 
know, never been properly repudiated or 
adequately punished by the authorities, 
nor have we any evidence of repentance 
on the part of the perpetrators. And, 


be it remembered, these cruel wrongs 
were inflicted on a people who, though 
‘disobedient and gainsaying’—‘cast out 
from the presence of the Lord’—‘deliver- 
ed into the hand of the enemy’—and 
‘punished seven times for their sins,’ are 
yet the seed of Abraham, the ‘friend’ of 
God, and have the promise that they 
shall ‘not be forgotten’ of Him.’’ 


A Suicide Epidemic. 


The reports of suicides and attempted 
suicides in the newspapers during the 
last fortnight have been extraordinary, 
owing to the large number of Jews who 
have become suddenly afflicted. with: the 
mania of self-destruction. The causes 
have been so varied: illness, jealousy, 
unrequited love and poverty, that it is 
impossible for us to explain this startling 
state of affairs. Neither has it been con- 
fined to any one city or to any particular 
class. Russians, Germans, Roumanians, 
Galicians have figured as suicides. It 
becomes, therefore, even more difficult 
to understand. 

Of course, it may be mere coincidence, 
but then, again, it may be indicative of 
anew phase, explainable only by stu- 
dents of pathology. 

The situation is entitled to careful 
study, so that it may be definitely deter- 
mined whether it is merely accidental or 
indicative of a very serious and hereto- 
fore unnoticed condition.—7he /ewish 
Daily News, May 5.
